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INTRODUCTION  
The Real Time Volume Tracking (RTVT) is a web based warehouse volume tracking system 
that utilizes an Android mobile application to capture warehouse data and transmit it to the 
central server. From the central server the data is available on the RATIN website as well as 
using SMS data query. 
 
The development of  RTVT was undertaken concurrently with the harmonization of  
RATIN maps in which 742 warehouse locations from three sources were sorted and merged 
into a single map of  710 locations. During the development of  RTVT, 19 warehouses were 
selected for piloting with 33 store operators trained.   
  
Immediately after the training, data was received from most of  the warehouses in Kenya and 
Uganda, with those in Tanzania not sending data because of  grain unavailability in the 
warehouse. Further changes and improvements were made to the system based on the 
operators’ feedback after the training resulting to the merging of  RTVT to RATIN.  
 
We expect most warehouses to come online after this merging, however a number of  issues 
have been raised by the warehouse operators which need to be addressed, and these include: 

 Provision of  airtime for internet data needed for the transmission of  data. 
This can be as low as USD 2 per month per store operator in Kenya. This 
airtime can be disbursed from EAGC’S country offices to individual users 
without the necessity of  sending money to the users. 

 Training of  the warehouse operators on submission of  market prices on their 
local markets so that they can also serve as market monitors in their localities. 

 Need for training of  the warehouse operators on the product grading. Most 
of  them cannot clearly state the differences between the existing product 
grades.  

 The stores operators need constant follow-up by phone or email on any of  
the issues that they might be facing.  

 Some store operators have requested for a follow-up training on RTVT and 
RATIN especially in Tanzania where their awareness of  EAGC was low.  
. 

Apart from the RTVT related activities mentioned above, a number of  other RATIN 
support activities were undertaken these include: 

 Set up of  remote training system on RATIN SMS Server with Benjamin Aijuka in 
Kampala and Marie Claire at Kigali using a combination of  Team Viewer remote 
training utility and Skype VOIP/IM.  

 Development of  a simplified RATIN SMS Server instruction manual which has been 
added to the training manual. 

 Modification of  RATIN SMS queries for Rwanda. 

 Assignment of  additional market monitors on RATIN. These include market 
monitors in Mombasa, Kisumu and Kitale in Kenya, Arusha, Mwanza and Iringa in 
Tanzania, Kicukiro and Nyabugogo markets in Rwanda, Ngozi and Gitega in 
Burundi.  

 Formatting and uploads of  various RATIN reports on the website. 
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 Development of  new easy to use RATIN Administrators Dashboard for user and 
data management. 
 

The following table below summarizes RTVT development checklist.  
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REAL TIME VOLUME TRACKING-RTVT  

RATIN HOMEPAGE 
A link to RTVT and harmonized maps has been created at RATIN homepage.  

 

RTVT LANDING PAGE 
The RTVT landing page has a dynamic map, RTVT trend chart and the RTVT summary 
product tables. These tables and charts can be saved on picture or pdf  formats. The same 
items are also available on printable formats. 
 
The map has place-marks of  existing RTVT warehouses. Clicking on any of  the place-marks 
on the map will bring a pop-up window with the real-time volumes, warehouse contact 
information and a link to the RTVT warehouse page. A link to a detailed RTVT map is also 
placed on RTVT landing page.
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The RTVT trend chart is a line graph indicating the total volumes for each commodity in 
each of  the EAC countries over a period of  one month. 

 
 
On its part the RTVT product table gives a snapshot of  RTVT system. Each product is 
assigned to a tab with a list of  five warehouses displayed based on the volume held and 
further sorted according to the product grades. These warehouses on these tables can be 
sorted further in an ascending or descending manner by clicking on the table headers.  
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RTVT PRODUCT PAGE 
The RTVT product is made up of  a summary page and links to individual product chart and 
a table. The chart display’s the real-time volumes of  a given product over duration of  one 
month. 
 

 

 
 
The product table lists all the warehouses stocked with a given product. The table columns 
include names of  the warehouses, real-time volumes and the most product flow date and 
time.  
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WAREHOUSE PAGE  
The warehouse page has a chart of  volume trend and a table of  real-time volumes as well as 
a description of  a given storage facility. 

 

RTVT STORAGE FACILITIES LIST 
This page lists all the RTVT facilities. The table items can be sorted according to their RTVT 
codes or storage capacities. 
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RTVT SEARCH 
With the RTVT search page a user can search for RTVT facilities according to their location, 
products stocked and facility storage capacity in metric tons. 
 
The search results will list warehouses matching the search criteria with real time volumes 
indicated on each listed facility. 
 

 
 

RTVT SMS 
The following RTVT SMS QUERIES were  created based on the suggestions of  the RTVT 
review meeting on the 15th of  January 2013.  
 

 Sending a SMS to query the top five warehouses with a given product volume.  The 
SMS format will be RTVT PRODUCT e.g. RTVT MAIZE 

 Sending a SMS to query the top five warehouses with all product volumes combined. 
The SMS format will be RTVT ALL and receive top five warehouses.  

 Sending a SMS with a storage facility code to get its contact details and the 
prevailing volume e.g. RTVT KE010 

RATIN HARMONISED MAP 

 
The harmonized map has been published in RATIN. This map derives its data from three 
sources; USAID Compete- Eastern Africa Corridors website, USAID Market Linkages 
Initiative website and USAID MLI Warehouse Mapping and Study report on Malawi. 
 
From the original list of  742 storage facilities, the harmonized map has 710 place-marks due 
to the removal of  duplicate and misplaced place-marks. A downloadable file with the list of  
these storage facilities has also been placed on the harmonized map page.

The storage facilities on the map cover the following countries: Kenya (185), Uganda (73), 
Tanzania (81), Malawi (310), Rwanda (51), Burundi (7) and The Democratic Republic of  
Congo-DRC (1). 
 
The storage facilities are organized into five groups based on their ownership and storage 
capacity. The first four groups are made up of  facilities whose storage capacities are known. 
The groups are Private, Government, Cooperatives and NGO (Non Governmental 
Organizations) storage facilities.  
 
The final group named "other" is made of  storage facilities whose storage capacities are 
missing from the source data. The storage facilities in this category are further sorted 
according to their ownership.  
 
On the harmonized map, each group of  these storage facilities are placed on separate layers. 
 
A website visitor can view each or all of  the storage facilities in the map by 
selecting/deselecting relevant map layers, the map legend presents a user with the icons used 
in the map.  
 
Other harmonized map tools include map sharing, map bookmarking, distance and area 
measuring capabilities and map view changing through the base-maps change option. 
 
Clicking on each of  the place-mark will bring a popup screen with the following items; 
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 Name of  storage facility,  

 Total capacity, 

 Ownership, 

 Commodities held,  

 Contact person, 

 Phone  #,  

 Email, 

 District or region, 

 Facility nature & other information, 

 Information source. 
 

RTVT NEWSLETTER AND REPORTS 

A RTVT newsletter has also been developed. The daily newsletter is automated to dispatch a 
summary of  RTVT volumes every week on Monday morning. RTVT visitor can subscribe or 
unsubscribe to it at RTVT section of  RATIN.  
 
The RTVT newsletter lists the ten storage facilities based on products.   

RTVT TRAINING 
 
The training of  the pilot RTVT storage facilities was conducted between 13th of  March 2013 
and 4th of  April 2013.  
 

The training involved the mapping of  RTVT pilot grain storage facilties and practical field 
training of  storage facilities.  The warehouse operators were trained on several aspects of  
RTVT including: 

 Basic phone operations; 

 Internet and GPS activation; 

 Data submission using the Adroid smart phone and the alternative website entry 
forms; 

 Viewing RATIN and RTVT websites on the computer and on the smart phone; 

 Using email on the smartphone; 

 Subsription to the RTVT newsletter. 
Besides the warehouse operators,  EAGC’s MIS officers in each of  these countries 
partispated on the trainings and were equiped with the nessesary skills to train and offer 
technical support to storage facilities operators. 
 
The training covered 19 warehouses with 32 operators trained (17 operators in 10 
warehouses in Uganda, 6 operators in 4 warehouses in Kenya and 9 operators in 5 Tanzanian 
warehouses). The warehouse operators raised a number of  concerns, these include: 

 The need for training on grain standards and grades across the region. 

 The possibility of  using RTVT mobile application to report virtual stock or 
production estimate held by farmers served by the warehouses. 
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 Request for market prices newsletters to warehouse operators. 

 A follow up training on RTVT training for warehouse operators after the pilot phase.

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UPDATED RATIN ADMINISTRATORS DASHBOARD 
 
The updated RATIN administrator’s dashboard was created after the completion of  RTVT 
development. The new dashboard allows easier management of  data submitted by the 
market monitors/warehouse operators as well as allocation of  operators to the markets. 
 
Mr Erickson Oduya who handle the daily RATIN operations has been trained on using the 
new dashboard. To login to the updated dashboard the administrators logs in at 
http://ratin.net/rtvt/admin/manage 

TRADE POINTS MANAGEMENT 

Trade points refer to the names and locations of  markets, borders and warehouses. 

 
With the trade points management dashboard an administrator can add, modify or delete 
new trade points. The trade points can also be published or unpublished; a published trade 
point will appear on the back end while an unpublished trade point will not be seen on the 
website. To add a new trade point click on the add button and fill in the descriptions of  a 
new market.  To restrict the data submissions to within a mile from the market add 0.016 
for Xmax and Ymax and subtract 0.016 for Xmin and Ymin respectively. 
 

WAREHOUSE INFORMATION MANAGEMENT 

This dashboard is used to add or modify the RTVT related parameters such as warehouse 
capacity; warehouse ownership, operators contact information as well the upload of  a 
warehouse picture.

The products information dashboard will be used to add, remove or modify the products 
listing in RATIN 
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RATIN GRADES MANAGEMENT 

The grades management dashboard is important in setting up grade information for existing 
products and new products. Every time a new product is added relevant grades need to be 
assigned to the product. 

 
 

COUNTRIES MANAGEMENT 

The countries dashboard is used to set up the countries and currencies used in those 
countries. 
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RATIN DATA SUBMISSION USERS MANAGEMENT 

The user management dashboard is used to manage the usernames and passwords of  market 
monitors and RTVT warehouse operators.  

 
Through the user’s management dashboard, the trade points agents can be assigned to 
specific trade points as well as restrictions placed on whether the RTVT warehouse operators 
can use the website to submit the volumes. This is done by clicking on the action link on a 
particular user.  
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RATIN DATA MANAGEMENT 

The three sets of  RATIN data are managed on three separate dashboards.  

MARKET DATA MANAGEMENT  

This component allows for publishing or unpublishing, addition or deletion of  daily market 
information.  

 

BORDER DATA MANAGEMENT  

This component allows for publishing or unpublishing, addition or deletion of  border 
information.  
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WAREHOUSE DATA MANAGEMENT  

This component allows for publishing or unpublishing, addition or deletion of  warehouse 
information.  

 

RATIN MARKET MONITORS REPORTS 

This section of  administrators’ dashboard has a list of  reports sent by the data submission 
agents from their smartphones.

RATIN DATA ENTRY GRID 

The RATIN data entry grid is used to enter multiple prices for markets that are not covered 
by market monitors. 
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RTVT DATA SHARING WEBSERVICE 
 
A data sharing web service was added to RTVT to allow the distribution of  data to regional 
food balance sheet or any other web application or website. Consuming a web service 
requires an end user to be at least proficient in some web development.  
 
The web service that is currently running can integrate with the RTVT and a a developer can

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B: RATIN SMS SERVER MANAGEMENT MANUAL 

The RATIN SMS workststions have been configured  to operate for  24 hours every day 
without going to sleep or on hibernation, The computers are also setup in a manner that 
they can automatically start after power loss.  
The following tasks should be performed every-morning . 
This will ensure that  the Diafaan SMS Gateway Server is operational at all times. 

1. The RATIN PC should be POWERED ON. 

2. Ensure the RATIN SMS MODEM is connected to RATIN PC.  

Note: The RATIN SMS MODEM is the modem with SMS query SIM card . This 

modem is used to receive and send SMS’S on the RATIN PC and SHOULD  

NEVER be used elsewhere. A separate modem should be used for the alternative 

internet provision via the 3 G router.  

3. The RATIN PC should be connected to the internet. 

 Verify this by launching a browser and  visiting  any website. 

 If  the primary internet is not available plug in the alternative internet 

connection via the TP LINK 3G router .  

 A 3G modem should be connected to the TP LINK router with the Modem 

light should ON, This light is either solid green or blue as shown the image 

below.

 A modem can ONLY be plugged 

directly into the PC if  the alternative modem is 

of  a different make/model from the RATIN SMS modem. In Uganda for example, 

an Orange Uganda ZTE modem can be used since RATIN SMS modem is a 

MTN Huawei  modem. 

4. Ensure that the RATIN SMS GATEWAY Server is running.  

a. To verify that the server is operational click on the Diafaan SMS server  

icon at the windows task-bar  as shown below.  

 
b. Clicking the Diafaan icon on the status bar above should launch or load up 

Diafaan SMS console below .

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5. Ensure that RATIN Modem is operational on the Diafaan SMS gateway.   

There are two methods of  verifying  the modem status . 
a. Clicking the modem connector icon on the Diafaan SMS Gateway console . 

The modem gateway icon should not be checked off  as shown below. 

 
Note that the status tab of  a failed modem is given as as  “initialising ” . 

 On an operational modem  the modem status tab  will not be checked out , 

the status tab  should read  ” ready to send and receive messages” as 

shown below in the screenshot below. 

 If  the modem cannot be found then you need to: 

o Remove the RATIN SMS Modem from the PC then reconnect it 

after a minutes, verify if  its connected within five minutes. 

o Shut down your computer for atleast two minutes and restart it. 
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b. You can also verify the modem functionality by launching the modem 

application, the signal icon should be active as shown below . 

 

 

 
6. Ensure that the RATIN MODEM has sufficient airtime using the Modem’s   

Application.

7. Verify that the SMS server can respond to SMS queries by sending a price query 

using Town Product format to the SMS query number e.g.   

Meru  Maize to 0705-606666 in Kenya  
     Ruhengeri  Beans  to  0786-599980 in Rwanda  

 Kasese Millet to 0777-014800 in Uganda 
You should receive an SMS with the prices for the inquired item. 
 

To get details of  messages received or sent through the server, check the send and receive 
logs under the Logs and Reports section of  the Diafaan SMS server console shown below. 
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
